Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer moving image file 05_l.mpg promotes and supports the infliction of extreme 
violence and extreme cruelty. 





The material on the file depicts the killing of two men in cold blood. The gruesome images 
presented have no adequate context and no other purpose than to titillate and entertain viewers. 
The availability of such material encourages the acceptance of acts of torture, extreme violence 
and cruelty and the formation or reinforcement of the type of attitudes that could lead to such 
acts. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament's clear intention in s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993. The classification is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the 
concern of a free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that promote and 
support acts of torture and the infliction of extreme violence or extreme cruelty.
